‘Cruel, Sadistic Torture’ 


Lawmakers view new abuse photos, weigh release to publie 


WASHINGTON | The abuse of Iraqi prisoners 
by U.S. troops went beyond the photos seen 
by most Americans, shaken lawmakers said 
Wednesday after viewing fresh pictures and 
video that they said depicted forced sex, bru- 
tality and dogs snarling at cowed prisoners. 

Some members of Congress said they 
feared that making the images public 
would inflame international outrage and 
endanger Americans still in Iraq. The pri- 
vate screening of more than 1,600 photos in 
a top-secret room of the U.S. Capitol came 
one day after Islamic militants announced 


they had beheaded an American in Iraq to 
avenge abuse at the Abu Ghraib prison. 

“I don’t know how the hell these people 
got into our army,” said Colorado Republican 
Sen. Ben Nighthorse Campbell after viewing 
what he called a fraction of the images. 

“I saw cruel, sadistic torture,” said Rep. Jane 
Harman, D- Calif She said she saw a man hit- 
ting himself against a wall as though trying to 
knock himself unconscious, and other male 
prisoners masturbating. 


Others said they saw images of corpses, 
military dogs snarling at cowering prisoners, 
women commanded to expose their breasts 
and sex acts, including forced homosexual sex. 

The private screening marked the lat- 
est turn in a scandal that has prompted 
President Bush to apologize to the victims 
and Democrats to demand the dismissal of 
Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld. 

The photos and videos remained in the 
custody of the Pentagon as the administra- 
tion tried to decide whether to release them 
to the public, pauline jelinek (ap)

WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld on Wednesday 
defended military interrogation 
techniques in Iraq, rejecting com- 
plaints that they violate interna- 
tional rules and may endanger 
Americans taken prisoner. 

Rumsfeld told a Senate com- 
mittee that Pentagon lawyers had 
approved methods such as sleep 
deprivation as well as rules per- 
mitting guards to make prisoners 
assume stressful positions. 

Gen. Richard Myers, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, noted 
that the rules require prisoners to be 
treated humanely at all times. 

But Sen. Richard Durbin, D-IIL, 
said some of the approved tech- 


niques “go far beyond the Geneva 
Convention,” a reference to inter- 
national rules governing the treat- 
ment of prisoners of war. 


Rumsfeld spoke after two weeks 
of controversy provoked by photo- 
graphs of American military per- 
sonnel abusing prisoners in Iraq. An 


American was beheaded in a vid- 
eotaped execution posted to a mil- 
itant Islamic Web site on Tuesday 
— a killing that captors said was 
revenge for the abuse. 

Durbin noted that one American 
GI was missing in Iraq, his where- 
abouts unknown. Given the circum- 
stances, he asked, “wouldn’t it help if 
there was clarity from you and from 
this administration that we would 
abide by the Geneva Convention 
when it comes to civilian and mil- 
itary detainees unequivocally?” 

Rumsfeld replied that the 
Geneva Convention applies to all 
prisoners held in Iraq, but not to 
those held in Guantanamo Bay, 
where detainees captured in the 
global war on terror are held.

FBI says it warned 
contractor that country 
wasn’t safe for travel 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.S. authorities 
said Wednesday a young American 
who was beheaded by militants had 
been warned by the FBI to leave 
Iraq and was offered a plane ride 
to safety at a time when a new wave 
of violence spread across the coun- 
try, making road travel extremely 
dangerous. 

Mystery surrounded not only 
Nicholas Berg’s disappearance 
but also why he had been held by 
Iraqi police for about two weeks 
and questioned by FBI agents three 
times. Berg’s family disputed U.S. 
officials’ claims that Berg was never 
in U.S. custody. 

Berg was last in contact with 


U.S. officials in Baghdad on April 
10, and his body was found Saturday 
in Baghdad. 

The FBI warned Berg shortly 
before his disappearance that Iraq 
was too volatile a place for unpro- 
tected American civilians but he 
turned down a State 
Department offer 
to fly him home, 
U.S. officials said 
Wednesday. 

Michael Berg 
said his son refused 
a U.S. offer in early 
April to board an outbound charter 
jet because he believed travel to the 
airport was too dangerous. 

According to the State 
Department, Berg told an American 
diplomat in Baghdad that he pre- 
ferred to travel on his own to

DALLAS I In a computer- age ver- 
sion of “West Side Story,” rival 
gang members battled it out in 
the street in a rumble organized 
over the Internet.

LOS ANGELES I An auction house 
hopes to sell a collection of fos- 
silized Tyrannosaurus rex bones 
that are believed to be part of the 
same animal that was the first of 
the sharp-toothed dinosaurs ever 
to be found. 

The first T. rex was discovered 
in eastern Wyoming in 1900 by 
dinosaur hunter Barnum Brown. 
At the time, just 13 percent of the 
skeleton was recovered. Bonhams 
& Butterfields is offering what its 
experts believe is another 20 per- 
cent of the same individual beast 
at a May 16 auction. 

Casts made of the bones appear 
to match the remains now housed 
in London, said Thomas Lindgren, 
director of natural history for the 
auction house. The bones, found in 
1995 in the same area as Brown’s 
original discovery, include teeth and 
portions of the extinct dinosaur’s 
forearms and feet. 


The offering of the partial skel- 
eton marks only the second time a 
T. rex has come up for public auc- 
tion, according to Bonhams & 
Butterfields. 

In 1997, the Field Museum of 
Chicago paid $8.3 million for the 
nearly complete skeleton of “Sue,” a 
T. rex found in South Dakota. 

“Barnum,” as the new skeleton 
has been nicknamed, is expected 
to fetch between $400,000 and 
$900,000. (AP)

U.S. troops to be tried for Abu Ghraib seandal 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Two more U.S. sol- 
diers have been ordered to stand 
trial in the Abu Ghraib prisoner 
abuse scandal. Brig. Gen. Mark 
Kimmitt announced Wednesday. 

Sgt. Javal Davis, 26, of Maryland 
and Staff Sgt. Ivan L. Frederick II 
of Buckingham, Va., were ordered 
to undergo a general court-martial, 
Kimmitt said. He said the trial date 
and venue had not been set. 

Spc. Jeremy C. Sivits, of Hynd- 
man. Pa., goes on trial May 19 before 
a special court-martial, which can- 
not levy as severe a sentence as a 
general court-martial. 

Both Davis and Frederick were 
charged with conspiracy to mal- 
treat detainees, dereliction of duty 
for failing to protect detainees from 
abuse and maltreatment of detain- 
ees. Davis also was charged with 


rendering false official statements 
and assault; Frederick with wrong- 
fully committing an indecent act. 

Frederick was accused of hav- 
ing taken part in forcing a prisoner 
to stand on a box with wires placed 
on his hands. The charge sheet says 
that the prisoner was told he would 
be electrocuted if he fell off the box. 
Frederick also was accused of forc- 
ing naked detainees into a pyramid 
position, ordering detainees to mas- 
turbate in front of other prisoners 
and to simulate oral sex. 

Davis allegedly forced detainees 
into a pile “and jumped on” them and 
was accused of having stepped on 
prisoners’ feet and having struck one 
detainee “in anger.” He told inves- 
tigators that military intelligence 
personnel appeared to approve of 
the abuse, fisnik abrashi (ap)

Muqtada al-Sadr urged his fol- 
lowers to resist in his first news con- 
ference since the standoff began 
more than a month ago.

Six coalition soldiers were 
wounded in the fighting.

Most Arab Media Downplay Beheading 


CAIRO, EGYPT I Arab news media 
reacted cautiously Wednesday 
to the videotaped beheading of 
an American in Iraq, with some 
newspapers conspicuously play- 
ing it down. 

Across the Arab world there were 
few banner headlines or televised 


reports about the killing of Nicholas 
Berg, the 26 -year- old American 
shown beheaded in a videotape 
posted Tuesday on a militant Web 
site.

Egypt’s leading daily, Al-Ahram, 
ignored the beheading, as did news-

Brazil Defends Expulsion 
Of NY. Times Reporter 


BRASILIA, BRAZIL | President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva came under 
fire Wednesday for deciding to expel 
a New York Times correspondent 
who had written a story saying the 
Brazilian was a heavy drinker. 

The newspaper protested the 
order against Larry Rohter and 
said it “would take appropriate 
action to defend his rights.” 

Rohter’s visa was canceled and 
he was given eight days to leave the 
country — the first expulsion of a 
journalist since the 20 -year military 
dictatorship ended in 1984. 

“The article was badly done, but 
that doesn’t justify the government’s 


decision,” said Sen. Jefferson Peres. 
Another senator appealed the expul- 
sion to Brazil’s Supreme Court. 

Rohter’s article recapped rumors 
that had long been circulating, but 
many questioned the sourcing, which 
included an enemy of Silva and two 
partisan newspaper columnists. 

Foreign Minster Celso Amorim 
dismissed critics, including U.S. 
State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher, who said the deci- 
sion brings into question Brazil’s 
commitment to a free press. “This 
is not about freedom of speech. It’s 
about [a] story that is libelous, inju- 
rious and false,” he said, (ap)

12 Die in 3rd Day 
Of Gaza Fighting 


Israeli armored vehicle 
attacked; missile strike 
launched on Rafah 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I An explo- 
sion destroyed an Israeli armored 
vehicle Wednesday, killing five sol- 
diers in the second such attack by 
Palestinian militants in Gaza in two 
days. Hours later, an Israeli mis- 
sile attack killed seven Palestinians, 
Palestinian medical officials said. 

Fourteen other Palestinians 
were wounded in the missile strike 
on the Rafah refugee camp near the 
Egyptian border, the officials said. 

The military said it targeted 
militants planting bombs and fir- 
ing at soldiers searching the area of 
Wednesday’s blast. In all, 11 Israeli 
soldiers and 23 Palestinians have 


been killed in three days of Gaza 
fighting in the biggest operation in 
Gaza in nearly a decade. 

Tuesday’s blast killed six sol- 
diers and scattered remains of 
Israeli bodies across a wide radi- 
us. Palestinian militants displayed 
some remains and said they would 
not be released until Israel pulled 
its troops out of Gaza City. 

Early Thursday, Israeli forces 
began pulling out of Gaza City, 
Israel Radio reported, completing 
their search for soldiers’ remains. 

A masked militant, saying he 
spoke for Islamic Jihad and the 
Al-Aqsa Martyrs’ Brigades, said 
early Thursday that the soldiers’ 
remains were given to the Palestinian 
Authority after the pullout, in accor- 
dance with an agreement with the 
authority and Egypt, (ap)

In the Philippines 
Warns of Revolt 

MANILA, PHILIPPINES I Anew “peo- 
ple power” revolt will erupt if movie 
star Fernando Poe Jr. loses the presi- 
dential election through fraud, his 
party warned Wednesday — fighting 
words in a nation where mass pro- 
tests have deposed two leaders. 

Poe has taken an early lead over 
President Gloria Macapagal Arroyo 
in a “quick count” of 1.8 percent of 
the precincts from 
Monday’s election. 
But a respected 
pollster said Arroyo 
is likely to win by 9 
percentage points. 
Results aren’t expect- 
ed for weeks. 

After a bitterly fought con- 
test, some kind of confrontation 
appeared likely. Poe’s camp has 
alleged widespread election irreg- 
ularities, and his KNP party said 
a repeat of the mass protests that 
ousted dictator Ferdinand Marcos in 
1986 and President Joseph Estrada 
in 2001 “will surely come out” if the 
vote count is tainted, (ap)

Metro eAlerts 
Run Amok, Again 


Transit agency forced 
to shut down service 
after computer glitch 

WASHINGTONIA computer glitch at 
Metro has some riders complain- 
ing about getting too much of a 
good thing. 

Metro’s eAlert subscription 
service — which sends messages 
to computers, cell phones, pag- 
ers and PDAs notifying riders of 
delays on specific rail lines — was 
taken out of service for 24 hours 
Friday and then again Wednesday 
after some subscribers were alerted 
more than 80 times about a delay 
on the Red Line. 

Metro didn’t know how many 
of the nearly 22,000 subscribers 
were affected. But on Wednesday 
the transit authority was looking 
for a way to send out an apology 


— one that wouldn’t saturate riders’ 
inboxes, a spokeswoman said. 

Rider Scott Purkey, of Fairfax, 
Va., had been forwarding the eAlerts 
from his computer to his cell phone, 
but changed his mind after 42 mes- 
sages Friday night about the Blue 
and Orange lines cost him 84 cents 
in text messaging fees. 

It was a good move: Another 83 
messages came in Tuesday night 
about the Red Line, for which he 
hadn’t even requested the service, 
Purkey said. 

Friday’s messaging spree was the 
first problem since the service began 
a year and half ago, Metro said. 

A note on Metro’s Web site apol- 
ogized and said an eAlert would be 
sent out when the system was run- 
ning again. Until then, information 
on rail service disruptions would 
be posted on the site, as usual.

Expert Says More 
Snakeheads May 
Make Appearance 

RICHMOND, VA. I When state biolo- 
gists identified a fearsome -look- 
ing fish snagged in a tributary of 
the Potomac River as a snakehead, 
they wrote it off as a castoff from 
someone’s aquarium. 

But a leading expert on the so- 
called “Frankenfish” said it maybe 
more than just coincidence that this 
fish was caught downstream from 
where another one was found two 
weeks ago in Maryland. 

Walter Courtenay, biologist for the 
US. Geological Survey and professor 
emeritus of zoology at Florida Atlantic 
University, isn’t prepared to say that 
snakeheads are invading.

Trade Deficit Soars to Record $46B 


TRADE I The United States posted 
a record trade deficit in March, 
reflecting Americans’ voracious 
demand for foreign-made goods 
as well as the most expensive crude 
oil since 1983. 

The $46 billion deficit report- 
ed Wednesday by the Commerce 
Department represented a hefty 
9.1 percent increase over February’s 
imbalance and came despite the fact 


that US. exports climbed to an all- 
time high. Imports came to a record 
$140.7 billion in March, while 
exports totaled $94.7 billion. 

The $5.6 billion trade deficit with 
oil-producing countries, including 
Saudi Arabia and Venezuela, was 
the highest on record. The average 
price of crude oil rose to $30.64 a 
barrel in March, another factor in 
the swollen trade gap. (ap) 


Abuses 
At Gap’s 
Suppliers 

CLOTHING I In an unusual display 
of corporate candor. Gap Inc. on 
Wednesday acknowledged that 
many of the overseas workers 
making the retailer’s clothes are 
mistreated and vowed to improve 
conditions by cracking down on 
unrepentant manufacturers. 

The San Francisco -based owner 
of the Gap, Old Navy and Banana 
Republic stores made the comments 
Wednesday in its first ever “social 
responsibility” report. Gap found 
thousands of violations at its 3,009 
factories around the world. “Few fac- 
tories, if any, are in full compliance 
all of the time,” the report said. 

The most frequent problems 
cropped up in China. Of the 241 
factories in China rated by Gap, 73 
received the two lowest grades. 

The troubles covered in the Gap 
report included psychological or ver- 
bal abuse — something that Gap 
said occurred at between 10 percent 
and 25 percent of the China facto- 
ries that supply the company. 

Also, between 25 percent and 50 
percent of the inspected factories 
supplying Gap from Mexico, Central 
America and the Caribbean paid 
their workers below the minimum 
wage at some point last year, (ap)

Expanded ACC Cashes In on TV Deal 


TV DEAL I The Atlantic Coast 
Conference got new teams, and 
now, it’s getting more money. 

The conference announced a new, 
seven-year television deal for football 
with ABC and ESPN, beginning in 
the fall.

Freedom Personified 



MUSEUMS I Seeing the new World 
War II Memorial, now squatting 
mid-Mali as if it had always been 
there, is a lot like seeing Norman 
Rockwell’s “Four Freedoms,” going 
up on display this weekend at the 
Corcoran Gallery. Both the paint- 
ings series and the granite-and- 
bronze tribute are inspirational 
pieces, executed with admirable 
skill and both pay tribute to great 
goods, as it were, that emerged from 
pain and struggle. 

Rockwell’s paintings illustrate 
the four basic freedoms to which 
all people are entitled as defined 
by Franklin Roosevelt — freedom 
from want, freedom of speech, 
freedom of worship and freedom 
from fear. 

Whatever one thinks of his 
reflexively eager-to -please style, 
Rockwell literally paints a por- 
trait of America at its best. And, 
in a nod to Thomas Jefferson’s care- 
ful statement that it is the pursuit of 
happiness but not happiness itself 
to which we are similarly entitled, 
Rockwell’s free America is not a 
utopia. 

Take, for example, “Freedom 
From Fear,” in which a couple 
of concerned parents tuck little 
Timmy into bed while a dire- 
headlined newspaper languishes 


on the floor like the monster under 
the bed. Bombs are dropping some- 
where on this same planet Earth, 
and the best Mr. and Mrs. U.S. of A. 
can hope for is to understand war’s 
realities while keeping Timmy safe 
from harm. 

“Freedom of Speech” depicts 
a man standing among a crowd, 
presumably speaking his mind. 
He looks unused to the soapbox 
but quite accustomed to the flour 
sack — thin and weathered, he’s a 


farmer out of a Walker Evans por- 
trait testing the waters of asking 
for a fair shake. 

No one said that speaking 
out, or even putting a sumptuous 
Thanksgiving dinner on the table, 
as in “Freedom From Want,” would 
be easy, just that we must exercise 
the muscle of freedom if we want 
to remain strong, (express)

Quiz show ‘Wait Waif 
turns sober reporting 
into comedy fodder 

STAGE I Earnest, open-minded 
National Public Radio isn’t known 
for zaniness, unless you count Susan 
Stamford’s radioactively pink cran- 
berry relish recipe. So when “Wait 
Wait ... Don’t Tell Me: The NPR 
News Quiz” premiered, the hour- 
long show cast aside the broadcast- 
ing company’s earnest reputation in 
favor of goofy news, snarky backchat 
and occasional faux answers that 
recalled Paul Lynde-era “Hollywood 
Squares.” 

The show, usually broadcast 
from studios, sometimes takes its 
act on the road; this weekend it’s 
coming live to the Lincoln Theatre 
on U Street. 

Hosted by Peter Sagal of Chicago’s 
public radio, “Wait Wait” has become 
de rigeur listening for an intelligen- 
tsia that doesn’t take itself too seri- 
ously. Sagal hosts a panel of three 
from comedy and/or journalism, 
often including The Washington 
Post’s own Roxanne Roberts; humor- 
ist and professional Southerner Roy 
Blount Jr.; journalist Sue Ellicott; 
“The Daily Show’”s Mo Rocca; and 
comedian Adam Felber, and slings 
at them a variety of questions about 
the week’s news. 

Ifyou listen to NPR and subscribe 
to a number of diverse magazines, 
the answers are veritable gimmes. 


If not, the quiz makes this country, 
its culture and politics, seem like a 
disorienting carnival of eccentricity 
and prevarication. 

After the panelists attribute 
quotes from the week’s news, read 
in touchingly poor impersonations 
by Carl Kasell — his Henry Kissinger 
is a thing to behold — contestants 
may call in to fill in the last phrase 
of dastardly complicated limericks 
or separate truth from fiction among 
three equally implausible develop- 
ments. It’s not all hard news; fond- 
ly we recall the week the real story 
planted among the fakes was “the 
state fair butter sculpture of Elvis,” 
an event well-publicized in that 
month’s Saveur magazine — take 
that, American Standard! 

Finally, Sagal introduces “Not 
My Job,” in which experts in one 
field — scientists, novelists, actors, 
the occasional Queer Eye Guy — is 
asked questions unrelated to his 
expertise; the fun is in hearing Mr. 
or Ms. Smarty Sciencepants go down 
in flames when quizzed about the 
Pony Express or the noble sport of 
curling. 

But “Wait Wait” is really about the 
panelists’ interaction and gauging 
just how carefully (or cursorily) they 
read the newspaper. And hearing 
Sue Ellicott blurt out “Underpants ! ” 
when she can’t think of an answer. 
Now that’s news, (express)

MUSIC I In the rap game, a legend 
can be born yesterday, top of the 
charts today and retired tomorrow. 
So it follows that an old-school star 
who endures through decades can 
become a virtual idol, right? Well, 
if anyone would know, it’s hip-hop’s 
Big Daddy. 

Emerging when hip-hop began 
its creative expansion in the late 
’80s, Big Daddy Kane was rap’s 
first pimp, hustler, gangster and 
pretty boy all wrapped in one 
dark- chocolate package. And we 
can see how that package is hold- 
ing up this weekend at a hip-hop 
spectacle starring Kane, KRS-One 
and Speech. 

He spent the first two years of 
his career building his street rep 
with classic albums “Long Live the 
Kane” and “ It’s a Big Daddy Thing.” 
Unfortunately, the genius of these 
classics was never to be matched, 
certainly not on the later records 
“Taste of Chocolate” and “Prince of 
Darkness” — probably because there 
are no princes in the ’hood.

Mood in Iraq

Do you think it will be any safer for 
U.S. troops or civilian foreigners in 
Iraq after the transfer of power? 

The interim government that 
takes over on June 30 will have 
quite limited authority, so it’s an 
open question whether Iraqis will 
perceive it as legitimate. 

The violence and the insurgency 
may be linked more to the presence 
of U.S. military forces than to the 
political process and, as you know, 
the U.S. has announced plans to 
keep as many as 130,000 troops in 
Iraq through the end of 2005. 

Has the U.S. military considered 
shutting down Abu Ghraib prison? 
Given the scandal, not to mention 
the prison’s history under Saddam 
Hussein, it’s astonishing to me that 
it’s still being used. 

Iraqi and international jour- 
nalists have been asking U.S. offi- 
cials repeatedly whether they would 
consider shutting Abu Ghraib — as 
some members of Congress have 
urged — but the answer so far seems 
to be no. The U.S. still holds many 
detainees and the new commander 
in charge of detention facilities in 
Iraq said recently that he views it 
an effective facility. 

For many Iraqis, the painful 
legacy of the tortures and execu- 
tions conducted inside the prison 
deeply resonates. 

Al Qaeda claims the beheading of 
Nick Berg was in response to mis- 
treatment of prisoners in Iraq. Do 
you think that reaction represents 
the general thinking of Arabs? 

I don’t think it’s accurate to say 
that the killing of Berg reflects a 
widespread Arab sentiment about 
the appropriate response to the 
Abu Ghraib abuses. Many Iraqis 
have expressed equal horror at 
both crimes.
